There being a majority 
Present the house proceeded to the election of a speaker and clerk pre 
tempore. 

On motion of Mr Santiago Valdez of Taos, Mr Hubbell was pro- 
posed as speaker pro tempore, who having received a majority of votes, 
was declared elected, and took his seat as speaker pro tempore. Mr 
Serafin Ramirez having proposed Mr Severo D. Trujillo, he was de- 
clared unanimously elected, and entered upon the duties as clerk pro 

empore. 

On motion of Mr Valdez of Taos, the following members presented 
their certificates of election: Baca of Taos, Garcia of Socorro, Giron of 
Rio Arriba, Hubbell of Bernalillo, Ramirez of Bernalillo, Lucero of 
Rio Arriba, Salis of Taos, Torres of Socorro, Mondragon of Taos, 
Salazar of Rio Arriba, José Valdez, Valdez of Rio Arriba, Santiago 
Valdez of Taos, and Vigil of Valencia. 

On motion of Mr Ramirez, the house adjourned until 3 o’clock, P. m.

The committee reported that they had complied with the 
duty imposed upon them, and Judge Deavenport being in_ attendance, 
the oath was administered to the following members, viz.: Messrs Baca 
of Taos, Baca of Santa Ana, Baca y Baca of San Miguel, Baca y Del- 
gado, Chaves, Giron, Garcia of Socorro, Gonzales, Garcia of Santa Fé, 
Gallegos, Hubbell, Lucero Montoya, Mondragon, Martinez, Ortiz, Ra- 
mirez, Ruelas ` Solis, Salazar, José Valdez, Valdez of Taos, Vigil, and 
Valdez of Rio Arriba, 

On motion of Mr Ortiz, the speaker was instructed to return the 
thanks of the house to the Hon. J. J. Deavenport for administering the 
oath to the members present. 

Elections for officers for the house for the present session being in 
order, Mr Ortiz nominated Mr Celedonio Valdez as speaker, who being 
unanimously elected, took his seat and entered upon the exereise of his 
duties. 

On motion of Mr Ortiz, Mr Serafin Ramirez was unanimously eleeted 
vice-president: of the house for the present session. 

On motion of Mr Valdez of Taos, Mr David V. Whiting was unani- 
mously elected chief clerk, and immediately entered upon the discharge 
of his duties. 

Electious for assistant clerk being in order, Mr Valdez of Taos pro- 
posed Mr Benigno Valdez, Mr Ramirez proposed Mr José#Abreu. 

The roll being called, Mr Valdez received 19 votes, Mr Abreu re-

ceived 6 votes, Mr Valdez having 1 a majority of votes was de- 
clared duly elected assistant clerk. 

_ Election for third clerk being in order, Mr Valdez of Taos nominated 
Mr Aniseto Valdez, who was unanimously elected third: clerk. 

Election for fourth clerk: being in order, Mr Gallegos of San Miguel 
nominated Mr Ramon Sena, Mr Hubbell Mr Severo Trujillo. Mr 
Torres being present, on motion of Mr Ramirez, a committee of three 
members was appointed to call upon Judge Deavenport to administer 
the oath to him. Messrs Hubbell, Martinez of Rio Arriba, and Baca 
of Taos composed said committee. Judge Deavenport being present, 
Mr Torres was sworn and took his seat. On motion of Mr Ortiz, the 
thanks of the house were returned to Judge Deéavenport for his re-at- 
tendance. 

Election for interpreter being next in order, Mr Ortiz pr oposed Mr 
Santiago Abreu, Mr Hubbell proposed Mr Auguste De Marle. The 
roll being called, Mr Abreu received 18 votes and Mr De Manie re- 
ceived 8 votes. 

Mr Abreu was declared duly elected interpr eter. 

Nominations for sergeant-at-arms being next in order, Mr Baca, of 
Taos nominated Mr. Francisco Armijo, who was declar ed unanimously 
elected sergeant at-arms. * 

Election for door-keeper being next i in order, Mr Gallegos of San 
Miguel nominated Mr Juan Baca y Lucero, who was declared unani- 
mously elected, door-keeper. 

On motion of Mr Ortiz, the officers elected were any sworn and en- 
tered upon the discharge of their duties. 

On motion of Mr Ramir ez, amended by Mr Ortiz, a committee of 
three were appointed to wait upon the council and inform them that the 
house was duly organized and ready to receive any official communica- ` 
tion from that body. Committee, Messrs Ramirez, Valdez of Taos, 
and Baca of Santa Fé.

On motion of Mr Valdez of Taos, the rules were suspended, and the 
business on the speaker’s table was taken up. . 

A communication from the council was read, containing a resolution 
that the council and house of representatives meet in joint session for 
the purpose of receiving the message of H. E. the Governor. On mo- 
tion of Mr Ortiz, the communication was adopted, and on motion of Mr 
Ramirez, the following committee was appointed to receive the council: 
Messrs Ramirez, Ortiz and Sandoval. 

On motion of Mr Hubbell, the house took a recess for 15 minutes. 

The council being present, the president thereof assumed the chair, 
and the joint session proceeded. The council having retired, on motion 
of Mr Valdez of Taos, the rules were suspended for the purpose of pre- 
senting. the resignation of Mr Benigno Valdez, assistant clerk. On 
motion of Mr Valdez of Taos, the resignation was accepted, and the 
office of assistant clerk was declared vacant.
